A REVIEW OF FOREIGN ENERGY INTELLIGENCE 
ACTIVITIES AND DEVELOPMENTS 


This review provides a definition of foreign energy intelligence and 
examines the effort each key element of the U.S. Government is making in 
satisfying the requirement for such intelligence. Special attention is 
paid to the effort within the Department of Energy (DOE), and the inter- 
action between the new Department's intelligence unit and the elements of 
the Intelligence Community which might contribute to the understanding and 
analysis of foreign energy intelligence. The study encompasses Community 
collection and analysis capabilities and current activities. It will form 
the, basis of any recommended changes in Community responsibilities, 
priorities, and activities.
